BEFORE MEDICAL SOCIETY 


*ne following excellent addiess on 


hydrophobia or rabies w.is delhered 
by Dr. 0. P. Legge at 
the recent 


meeting of the Licking County Med- 
ical society: 


It is the fashion of tho hour for the 


advocates of all sorts of extravagant 
religious and psudo-science to attack 
modern science. In a hundred \ivrs. 
say these critics, it has ovohed but 
two certain specifics, and e\en today 
the average physician does more liurm 
than good, say Christian Science. 


Arguments of this sort are apt to 


convince the 
unthinking, but as a 


matter 
of fact, 
they are 
utterly 


falicious. utterly untrue and utterly 
ridiculous. 


Modern medicine is a science siill 


Jn its infancy, its achievements gigan- 
tic. 
It has shown that tuberculosis 


is curable; it has stamped out small- 
pox: it has a firm grip 
on yellow 


fever; it has banished cholera: found 
a cure for diphtheria; is 
prevailing 


against typhoid fever, 
and it 
has 


knocked out completely the 
ancient 


and terrible malady of hydro-phobia. 


Twenty-five years ago the death rate 


from its ravages was fifty per cent. 
Today the death rate is less than one 
per cent. Of all those bitten by mad 
•dogs each year less than one in a 
hundred die, and all of this is due to 
Pasfeur, the great French pathologist, 
one of our giants in modern medicine. 
Prom him comes the effect of mod- 
ern medicine preventing the death of 
thousands every season, its report 
overwhelming in answer to all our 
rash critics, who say , that modern 
medicine is a failure. 


Rabies in the brute is communcated 


to man through a bite. It occurs in 
dogs, foxes, wolves, horses and many 
other animals, and may be transmit- 
ted from any of them to human be- 
ings. The contagion of infective per- 
son is contained 
principally in the 


teeth of' the male animal although we 
have cases on record where inocula'ion 
has taken place through the scratch 
of a pet cat 


The greatest virulance of therapies 


lies in the brain and spinal cord. The 
period of inoculation of the 
inocu- 


lated rabies is much shorter than that 
acquired by bites from a rabid ani- 
mal. 
Hence, inoculatron, with atten- 


uated virus protects the bitten indi- 
vidual against the fatal outbreak of 
the unmodified disease. 


Hydrophobia as we have seen 
is 


one of the greatest ills to which 
mankind is heir. It is only equalled 
by the few other diseases that run a 
swift 
and revolting course and are 


absolutely incurable. 


In raany of its manifestations 
it 


resembles tetanus. 
However. teranus 


is being gotten 
under control, but 


there is no cure for hydrophobia, once 
it is fully developed. 


In the lower animals, sometimes, a 


slight attack may end in recovery, but 
in man. no case has ever been known 
to have any but a mortal termination. 


Hydrophobia can be prevented, how-^ 


ever, if taken in time. If preliminary 
examinations fail to settle the ques- 
tion, "to be or not to be treated." we 
are advised to treat. In poiir of fact. 
persons bitten are going to be treated

anyhow, and any delay might prove 
disastrous. 


In the event of circumstances sus- 


picion of rabies arise, and these per- 
sons desire to have such suspicions 
dispelled, in order that (lie person bit- 
ten may not be required to take treat- 
ment or that their pot dog may not 
be- a source of danger, hence consult 
a physician who should know wheth- 
er the dog has rabies or not — for they 
nestle the desire to know that their 
pet was not mad, hence need not be 
killed. 


The publicly largely think that this 


fact can and ought to be easily proved 
to a certainty. 


Any animal that has been suspected 


and bitten people, should never 
be 


killed, but cap* tired and 
placed 
in 


kennel under lock and key for at least 
ten days. If at the expiration of that 
time there be no dangerous symptoms 
manifested by the person bitten he 
should be released. If. however, the 
dog dies, in this event, an autopsy 
should be held, all organs examined 
also a portion of spinal 
cord 
and 


brain. Prom this a guinea 
pig or 


rabbit 
should 
"be inoculated, which 


will demonstrate beyond a doubt, that 
rabies was or was not in the named 
case. 


Should the animal 
be 
killed the 


head should be excised, leaving a por- 
tion of neck, sheltered from air and 
packed in ice. Decomposition, how- 
ever. does not destroy. A dog may be 
buried for many davs and *his dpf"1^ 
posed material 
placed in 
neutral 


glycerine 
until 
odor 
disappears 


Glycerine will eliminate organs of 
putrefaction and render the specific' 
virus fit for inoculation. Even though 
a dog or other animal should remain 
alive after sickness, the proof is not 
absolute that it was not rabies. This 
proof can be made certain, by animal 
inoculation if rightly made. 


Somerimes an animal 
inoculated 


may not be snsceptable, just as it ma^ 
be in the human being. We are nor 
all susceptable to hvdrophobia. The 
most serious mistakes is in allowing 
rabetic virus to be destroyed, by al- 
lowing the carcass of a rabetic ani- 
mal to lie in the heat and light of a 
summer sun, as heat and light for 
thirty or forty hours may destroy th^ 
virus even at a temperature of 86 
degrees P. 


Hence, critics may not be allowed 


TO judge. The only absolute certain- 
ty Tve have is when an animal inocu- 
lated from a rabid dog. manifests hy- 
drophobia in due period of inocula- 
tion. 


There is always a certain "length of 


time, known to the medical man, as 
a period of incubation, that is the 
time elapsing between the bite of ihe 
mad dog and the appearance of thf 
disease in the victim, and this all de- 
pends on the severity and location of 
the bite. 
If near the center of the 


nervous system as on the face or neck 
incubation is more rapid than on thf 
extremities. 
However, the period of 


incubation ranges from eight weeks tc 
six months. In children the 
perkx* 


of 
incubation 
is very short, caseF 


being on record by Pasteur where in- 
cubation occurs from six to fourteen 
days. 


The early symptoms in animals are 


as follows: snarly, extraordinary per- 
version of appe'ite, the animal ;atin" 
hair, straw, sticks, bits of leather. 
earth, stones, and a number of other 
substances which remain undigested 
and may be found in the stomach after 
death, mixed with 
a 
dirty 
browr 


fluid, from which some of our French 
writers render a verdict of acquittal 
whenever this substance is found ir 
the stomach with the natural food of 
the animal. 


In many the early symptoms of hy- 


diophobia are that of nervousness, ir- 
ritableness. wakefulness and 
depres- 


sion of spirits, headache, fever, and 
rapid pulse. Of especial importance if 
the stiffness of the muscles of 
the 


throat, the voice changing, becoming 
husky. 
Later symptoms reflex with ' 


spasms. 


A dread of waler is no symptom of 


rabi»s in any animal 
except man.

•e put "out of his misery, asking those 
bout him to move away, that he may 
not harm them. Finally, gasping for 
••r-eath. he chokes, not ablg to rid him- 
elf of the saliva. 
In former times the dread of this 


lisease was so great. *hat the patient 
vas often smothered between feather 
*eds by his friends, or was bled to 
'eath by an open vein. 


Ancient history of the disease tells 


as on the military frontiers of Austria, 
persons laboring under 
hydrophobia 


T suspected were even allowed to be 
hot by their friends. Many even who

conference •with. Judge Taft.

Taft," was the curt fashion in which 
he framed his answer.

serted that he was not sure that he 
would attend the reception during the 
afternoon. At Middle

Island 


Tuesday Judge Taft saild that he had 
not determined that he would make 
any address at the reception. Yet the 
clockwork fashion via which the affair 
worked out to a conclusion creates 
some doubt as to Its spontaneity. 


It has been known for ten days In 


Ohio that 
Congressman J. 
Warren 


Keifer and General H. C. Corbin have 
been at work to bring about a meeting 
in public of Senator Poraker and Judge 
Taft. General Corbin attended Judge 
Taft from Hot Springs, Va., and Con- 
gressman Keifer joined them at Middle 
Bass Island, where this matter was 
discussed. 
As stated, it 
was their 


purpose to have this coming together 
at Ft. Meigs Tuesday, but the arrange- 
ments could not be concluded for the 
reason that Judge Taft -would not ac- 
cept the invitation. 


Tuesday night there was a meeting 


of interested parties at a dinner given 
by Charles T. Lewis, the president of 
the Middle Bass club, at his residence, 
in this city. In addition to Senator 
Foraker and Congressman Keifer and 
General Corbin there 
was present 


Tames H. Hoyt of Cleveland, a well- 
known corporation attorney, who was 
it Hot Springs during Judge 
Taft's 


stay there. Mr. Hoyt is a stout sup- 
norter and warm admirer of Senator 
Foraker. It was at this dinner that 
*he senator's promise was obtained, it 
is said, to remain, over yesterday and 
occupy a seat tipon the 
reviewing 


stand. At this dinner, too, there was 
a signicant break in the proceedings. 
Senator Poraker was called to 
the 


Tong-distance telephone and found Na- 
Honal Chairman Frank H. Hitchcock 
at Chicago on the 
other " end. The 


chairman asked the senator to keep 
His promise to take part in the cam- 
paign by delivering an address at the 
opening of the Kansas contest. 


It was stated by the senator that he 


had taken the request of the chair- 
man under advisement. During 
the 


morning his consent to be present at 
fhe Lincoln club reception is said to 
have been obtained. These are the 
things that appeared: upon the surface 
aud by which the performance is to 
be measured and judged. 


On the face of things Judge Taft is 


made to appear to be present at a 
meeting at which Senator Poraker was 
indorsed for re-election, for the sever- 
al speeches 
were 
received 
with 


tumultuous cheering. If it was done 
without his consent then It must be 
admitted tha he was outgeneraled in 
clever fashion by the Foraker organi- 
zation.

Before leaving for Middle Bass Isl- 


and again last night he said that he 
had no foreknowledge of what was 
;oing to happen. He went directly 
from the theatre to the yacht and did 
not see Senator Foraker again, so that 
there was no political conference in 
the strict sense of the word. 


If the affair was prearranged, then 


the whole world will understand pre- 
cisely what has happened without any 
further explanation. It 
will 
mean 


that Foraker is to go iback to 
the 


Senate simply through wiping off the 
slate containing his remarks about 
Judge Taft and lending his voice to 
his support in the campaign. 


Whatever has taken place that is 


as yet unknown is sure 
to 
become 


public before very long. Then for the 
consequences. 


After the meeting the Foraker men 


were jubilant and 
the straight-out 


workers were somewhat dazed, 
not 


being "in the know." 


Congressman Keifer 
and General 


Corbin were felicitating themselves 
upon the success of 
the theatrical 


meeting upon the 
reviewing stand 


earlier in the day, when the surprising 
action of the Lincoln club followed. 
It was apparent that at least one of 
the pair was not loo«-ing for this de- 
nouement, just as Chairman Walter F. 
Brown and other local Taft 
leaders 


were caught unawares by the boldness 
of the two Senators in capturing the 
meeting that had been originally de- 
signed as a demonstration" in favor of

They, with others, were

GAME OF KING BEAN. 


Any Clever Boy Can Make the Simple 


Apparatus Required. 


Get a clciin pint1 board of about 10 


by 18 Inches aud mark It out in circles 
of about two inches in diameter, as 
represented in the chart. 
Half the 


board should be blackened with Ink or 
paint, as Indicated, and the circles col • 
ored white. 
Then make two darts, 


about six inches long, out of piue 
wood, Avith a feather at one end and 
a needle at the other. Soak n. number 
of split beans iu water until they are 
quite soft and place one in every cir- 
cle. 
Attach a thread to each of the 


beans you place iu the circles marked 
"king bean." 


To play the game the two players 


now seat themselves on opposite sides 
of a table on -which they have placed 
the bean board, each holding a dart

in one hand and a string attached to 
the nearest king bean iu the other. 
Having decided which is to play first, 
each player in turn shoots his dart at 
his adversary's beans, all the beans ou 
the dark half of the board belonging 
to the player whose king bean is on 
that side and all the beans on the light 
half belonging to the other player: 


When a player spears an adversary's 


bean so that it can be carried off the 
board on the point of the dart, he 
counts the number marked on the cir- 
cle from which it was taken. If he 
misses he counts nothing, and if he 
strikes on his own ground instead of 
his opponent's lie loses five—that is to 
say, five is deducted from his score. 
When a player spears his opponent's 
king bean he counts 100. But a player, 
if he thinks his adversary is trying to 
spear his king bean, may pull it away 
by the thread. If. however, he pulls it 
away on a false alarm before the other 
shoots or when the dart strikes with- 
in one of the other circles he loses five. 
But if the dart strikes within the king 
bean circle or if it strikes in the 
space between the circles, but not on 
the player's half of the board, neither 
counts. It is the object of each player 
to mislead his opponent on this point 
and make his adversary believe he is 
about to attack the larter's king bean 
when in reality he is aiming at some- 
thing else. Whoever first scores 110 
wins the game. , 
*

Some Mistaken Notions About Drown- 


ing Corrected. 


An expert swimmer says that all the

Cramp of 
this kind does sometimes attack a 
swimmer; but, though it is painful, it 
is not dangerous.

the bottom, but begins to struggle and 
to cry for help. If he will stand the 
pain for a short time and keep his 
head he can by his own efforts work 
the cramp off.

How to Transplant Small Trees. 
A small tree or any shrub may be 


successful transplanted at any. season 
or at any stage ot growth in the. fol- 
lowing way: Dig a trench entirely 
around the tree, a foot or more in 
•width and a little deeper, leaving the 
roots imbedded in a ball of earth. Fill 
the trench with wet cement and leave 
undisturbed till it hardens. The tree 
may then be lifted and removed at 
pleasure.

Intellectual Czar 
of all the Russians 


Aristocrat, Peasant, Philosopher, Reformer, 
Agitator, Humanitarian and Literary Genius. 


. N the threshold of his eightieth i 


lilrlhdny Count Tolstoy, intel- 
lectual czar OL' nil tho Russians, 
aristocrat, peasant, philosopher, 


reformer, agitator, huiiiauitaiian, liter- 
ary genius and lover of everything that 
lives, lauuched one of his during, au- 
dacious philippic's against the cxur be- 
cause the death sentence was being in- 
flicted upon so many Russians aiid an- 
other because people who distributed 
and read his books were being arrest- 
ed, tgrmented and ruined. The first 
philippic was inspired by a report that 
'twelve peasants had been hanged for 
an attack with intent to rob on a laud- 
ed proprietor's estate. With the strokes 
of a master Tolstoy painted a graphic 
word picture of the executions "care 
fully arranged and planned by learned 
und enlightened people of the upper 
class," denounced the secretary of the 
court, the premier and the czar as "in- 
direct participators in the iniquities 
perpetrated .every day" and appealed 
to them to cease their bloody work for 
the sake of their souls and for the God 
who lived within them. The will that 
sent them iuto the world, he declared, 
desired only one thing from them— 
love from man to man. 


Love of Man For 
Man. 


"But what are you doing? To what 


are 
you 
devoting 
your 
spiritual 


strength?" he asked. ''Tv'hom do you 
love? Who loves you? 
Your wife? 


Your child? But that is not love. The 
love of wife and children is not human 
love. Animnls love in that vi? even 


Russia. Tourists safely accredited to 
penetrate the domains of the ''little 
lather" uniformly have had two ob- 
jects in view—one to be presented at 
court and meet the czar because of the 
awe and glamour that attach,, to the 
ruler of the world's greatest autoc- 
racy; the other, to meet Tolstoy, ideal- 
ist, champion of the brotherhood of 
man, 
hater of war, injustice and op- 


pression, author whose works have ap- 
peared in forty-five languages, lover of 
liberty and peace, literal follower of 
Christ. 


Dormant Genius Awakens. 


A descendant of Count Peter Tolstoy, 


who was a friend and comrade of 
Peter the Great, Count Lyov, or Leo 
Tolstoy, was born at Yasiiia Polyaua 
on Aug. 2S, 1828. At an early age he 
was left an orphan, but he received a. 
good education, as do all Poissian no- 
bles, being placed under private tutors 
and afterward attending the university 
at Kazan. He pursued his studies and 
traveled widely until 1831, when be 
entered the army and went on an ex- 
pedition to Caucasus. 


Early in youth Tolstoy had been 


thrown in contact with the gay mili- 
tary life of Moscow, and when he ex- 
changed that life for that of the uni- 
versity it meant, to a large extent, only 
a continuation of riotous living. But 
of a sudden the nobler passion in him 
began ,to stir. 
The dormant genius 


began to waken and to look what hour 
it was on the clock of self emancipat- 
ing humanity. 
Tolstoy the man be-

more strongly. .Human love is the love 
of man for man— for every man as a 
Bon of God and therefore a brother. 
Whom do you love in that way? Ko 
one. Who loves you in that way? ^N'o 
one. You are feared as the hanginaa 
or a wild animal is feared, all of you, 
from the lowest~to the highest accom- 
plices in nniruer," 


In his second philippic Tolstoy de- 


clared that tormenting the distributers 
of his writings, "while I, the chief 
cause not only of the distribution but 
even of the existence of these books. 
am left iu peace," was not only 'TC- 
roltingly unjust, but also amazingly 
stupid,'' The Russian subject he said, 
had been forced to obey his czar before 
his God. 


"An illiterate peasant," declared Tol- 


stoy, "may get drunk, roll In the mud, 
use bad lanwage. fight, break a com- 
rade's jaw, bent his wife and slerJ a 
lx>rse, but I cannot imagine a peasant 
in the whole of Russia who cither 
vrfaen solier or even when drunk 
•would venture to say that a man ought

the Russian, He grew asbanjed. of his 
life of dissipation and, tearing himself 
from his carousals with his profligate 
companions, fled, a year before his 
graduation, to his country estates, 
there to exchange the books of the uni- 
versity for the implements of the field, 
the prospective life of a lawyer for 
that of a farmer. Five years he spent 
on his ancestral estates, living partly 
the life of a student, partly the 
life of a master of peasant slaves 
and partly as a dreamer of beautiful 
dreams of their emancipation. He was 
aroused from these dreams by the na- 
tion's call to arms. On the breaking 
out of the Crimean war he was sent to 
Sevastopol, there taking command of a 
mountain battery and assisting in the 
defense of the citadel. At the close of 
the -war in IS5G he resigned his com- 
mission and devoted himself to the lit- 
erary career which was to make him 
world renowned.

"Boyhood," "-South," "The Cossacks," 
"Sevastopol Sketches," "Family, Hap- 
piness," "War and Peace," "Anna Ka- 
renina" and many other short stories. 
His tales published during the Crimean 
war caused Emperor Alexander II. to 
order the general under whom Tolstoy 
served to take care of the author and 
not to expose his life to any danger. 
The stories named above belong to Tol- 
stoy's first literary period. To the sec- 
ond belong "ity Confession," "What I 
Believe," "The Kreutzer Sonata" and 
other religious, philosophical and socio- 
logical productions. 


The Tolstoy cult, developed since 


that day when the vTartar was trans- 
formed into the philosopher, astonish- 
ed the world. That part of it which 
deals with the relations of state and 
individual is not very different from 
widely held Socialist' views in many 
parts of the "world, that" which _ deals 
with the- church is repugnant to the 
orthodox—it led to his excommunica- 
tion by the Greek church several years 
ago—and that which deals with the 
tender passion is at variance with the 
conventional view. It was the treat- 
ment of this last phase of the cult in 
"The Kreutzer Sonata" that made the 
novel the sensation of two continents. 
In Ms efforts to follow the example of 
Christ, Tolstoy jrefused to accept pay 
for his literary work and-on his copy- 
rights and endeavored to give away 
his personal property and his estate, 
covering 2,500 acres, but in these moves 
he was frustrated by his wife, who 
declared that she and the thirteen 
children she had borne him should not 
be impoverished. 
This and other 


phases of the Tolstoy cult are so un- 
conventional and impractical that for 
years past many Russians have be- 
lieved he was crazy. In an article en- 
titled "The Tragedy of Tolstoy" So- 
phie Witte, sister of Count Witte, 
made this significant statement: "The 
number of tragic, unnatural deaths and 
suicides, and especially the number of 
people Trho have become insane, in this 
aristocratic family, has been astonish- 
ingly great." 


Though prevented from giving away 


his property, Tplstoy adopted a very 
simply _and frugal method of living 
and wore the rough clothing of the 
Russian peasant Once he appealed to 
a peasant audience by reading "The 
Power of Darkness'* before his ten- 
ants. To his intense chagrin the peas- 
ants roared with laughter at the most 
pathetic points in his story. 
But this 


incident did not dim his interest iu 
the lowly ninujiks. Enrly and late he 
championed their rights and denounced 
their wrongs under the czar's despotic 
rule.

The ideal state of 
society, according to his theory, is the 
simple rural communes, in which every 
family would have the right to till soil 
enough for its own support.

be robbed of money nor be instructed" 
in the art of murdering one another in j 
war.

"The accumulation of vast posses-'

The great millionaires, he ex- 
pects, will become convinced that they 
have no right to the property they now 
regard as their own and will give it 
up, just as he would now be willing to 
move off the family estate at Yasnia 
Polyana.
